Wiixesparre, Ang. 20.—As time 
goes on the severity of the cyclone be- 
comes more demonstrated. Immense 
buildings containing many people were 
unroofed, and in many cases almost 
torn in twain, and debris of every 
vbaracter scattered in every direvtion. 
This city in its most frequented part, 
around the depot, presents its worst ap- 
pearance, and when it is remembered 
that passenger and freight trains were 
lifted from the tracks upon which they 
stood and laid on their sides, while 
other cars were rushed along the track 
by the force of the evyclone’s swirl, 
small conception of its terrifie. velocity 
may be obtained. The center of activ- 
ity was noticeable ia the vicinity of» 
Lee Park, where the clouds began 
their work at a tremendous speed. 
Their vortex seemed close in that 
vicinity, but to the north of the cat- 
lery works at South Wilkesbarre, A 
sudden gust of wind opened up, and 
in a moment had increased to the 
roaring of the Vulcan Iron Works. 
James Norris’ foundry and the Key- 
stone Flour Mills felt the first shock, 
the wind dashing the heavy materials 
about like straws.

A POWERFUL ARM. 


The Mauge of Which Is About 
Two Miles. 

The Secretary of War has received 
from the British Government a sam- 
ple of the new English service rifle, 
handsomely cased in a polished wooden 
silver-mounted box. The rifle pre- 
sents a remarkable contrast to the 
American military arm in many re- 
spects, and notably so in regard to the 
caliber, which ia No. 30, or about the 
size of any ordinary pocket pistol. 
Nevertheless, with this small bore, by 
the use of a steet-clad leaden bullet 
and a heavy charge of quick powder, 
enormous velocity and penetration are 
attained, and the rifle is sighted to 
shoot 3,500 yards, or about two wiles. 
It is also a repeating arm, and this 
feature presents a novelty, in that the 
cartridges are inclosed in rectangular 
boxes, which are attached at will to 
the breech mechanism.
